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PROPOSMiS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN WEST 
MIDLANDS 

The Commission, have decided provisionally to reduce the allocation of seats 
to West Midlands from thirty-one to twenty-nine. This requires some major 
changes to be made which will also reduce the disparity of 38,179 between 
the electorates of the Izirgest and smallest seats. 

Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in the County 
of West Midlands will be published on 17 June 1993. These are part of the 
tenth set of recommendations to be published as part of the general review 
of parliamentary constituency boundaries announced by the Boundary 
Commission for England on 21 February 1991. 

The provisional recommendations are listed below and are also shown on the 
attached outline map together with the ward electorate for the county on 
which the Commission are required by law to work. 

Announcements being published in the local press give details of the 
recommendations and explain where maps illustrating the recommended changes 
are available for inspection by the public - usually at the district 
council offices. 

The Commission wish to stress that these provisional recommendations relate 
solely to parliamentary constituencies and do not affect the structure or 
arrangements of local government (i.e. Metropolitan District Councils) or 
the services they provide. 



Buies for Redistribution 

The Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 places a limit on the total 
number of constituencies and also contains the rules for redistribution of 
seats which in summary have the following effect. County and London 
Borough boundaries are to be followed so far as is practicable. Subject 
to these requirements, the electorates of constituencies are to be as 
nearly equal as possible, but the Commission can depart from these rules 
if special geographical considerations make this desirable, or if changes 
cause inconveniences or break local ties . 
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The Act requires the Commission in considering the size of constituency 
electorates : 

(a) to use the ward electorate figures on the enumeration date (as 
annexed to this news release), and 

(b) to work to the electoral quota throughout the period of the 
general review. 

The electoral quota is arrived at by dividing the electorate of England on 
the enumeration date by the existing number of seats. The enumeration date 
is the date when the commencement of the general review was announced (21 
February 1991). The electorate in England on the enumeration date was 
36,302,984 which, when divided by the existing number of seats (524), 
produces an electoral quota of 69,281. 



Representations 

The Commission are required to consider representations about their 
provisional recommendations made within one month of local publication. 
These representations should be addressed to The Secretary, Boundary 
Commission for England, St Catherines House, 10 Kingsway, London WC2B 6JP. 
In this case, the representation period ends on 17 July 1993. 

Where representations objecting to the provisional recommendations are made 
by an interested local authority or by a body of 100 or more electors, the 
Commission cannot proceed with their final recommendations to the Home 
Secretary until a local inquiry has been held. If after the inquiry the 
Commission decide to alter their recommendations, the revised 
recommendations must also be published, but a further local inquiry is not 
obligatory. 

Those who make representations are requested to say whether they approve 
of, or object to, the Commission's proposals and to give their reasons for 
their approval or objection. In particular, objectors are advised to say 
what they propose in place of the Commission's recommendations and should 
note that an objection accompanied by a counter-proposal is likely to carry 
more weight than a simple statement of objection. 



Implementation of the recommendations 

The Commission must submit their report on the general review for the whole 
of England by 31 December 1994. It is the Home Secretary's duty to lay the 
Commission's report before Parliament together with a draft Order in 
Council giving effect to the recommendations with or without modifications. 
The draft Order is submitted to both Houses of Parliament for approval and, 
after it is made, the new constituencies take effect at the next general 
election. 
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West Midlands currently has thirty-one constituencies with a 1991 
parliamentary electorate of 1,982,841. This number of electors, when 
divided by the electoral quota (69,281), gives a theoretical entitlement 
to 28.62 seats. The Commission therefore propose that the county's 
allocation of seats should be reduced to twenty-nine. With twenty-nine 
seats, the average constituency electorate in the county (the county 
average) is 68,374. The electorates of the existing constituencies range 
from 49,246 (Coventry South East) to 87,425 (Dudley West); a large 
disparity of 38,179 which needs to be reduced. 



The Commission noted that allocating seats to each individual borough would 
not produce the desired allocation of 29 seats. Depending on how those 
boroughs with a marginal theoretical entitlement (i.e. a fractional 
entitlement close to 0.5) were rounded, between 26 and 30 seats could be 
allocated. 



The Commission therefore examined pairing the boroughs to achieve an 
allocation of twenty-nine seats and to avoid, as far as possible, excessive 
disparities in the electorates. They decided that the arrangement which 
best meets the requirements is: 

(a) to pair Dudley with Sandwell; and 

(b) to leave the City of Birmingham, the City of Coventry, and the 
Solihull, Walsall and Wolverhampton Boroughs unpaired. 

The proposed changes also take account of recent local government boundary 
changes to the county and borough boundaries . Constituency boundaries have 
been realigned with the ward boundaries where necessary. 



Dudley and Sandwell 

The Commission noted that Dudley currently has three seats and a 1991 
theoretical entitlement to 3.50 seats and that Sandwell currently has four 
seats and a theoretical entitlement to 3.28 seats, the joint theoretical 
entitlement being 6.78 seats and the combined borough average electorate 
being 67,101 (the county average is 68,374). They recognised that if Dudley 
Borough and Sandwell Borough were treated individually, major disruption 
and breaking of established local ties would result, because Dudley Borough 
would have an increase of seats from three to four and Sandwell Borough 
would have a decrease from four to three. There would be a wide disparity 
between the seven seats as the four Dudley seats would have low electorates 
whereas the three Sandwell seats would have high electorates: merely a 

reversal of the current position in the two Boroughs. The Commission 
therefore decided to pair the two Boroughs, which would enable them to 
reduce the disparity in the electorates in the two Boroughs. 

They propose for the constituencies formed from Dudley and Sandwell wards 
that : 

(a) the three Sandwell Borough wards of Blackheath, Cradley Heath and 
Old Hill, and Rowley (in the current Warley West constituency), 
should be combined with the four Dudley Borough wards of Belle 
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Vale and Hasburyi Halesowen North, Halesowen South and Hayley 
Green (in the current Halesowen and Stourbridge constituency) to 
form the proposed Halesowen and Rowley constituency; 

(b) the remaining four Dudley Borough wards in the current Halesowen 
and Stourbridge constituency (Lye and Wollescote, Norton, Pedmore 
and Stourbridge East, and Wollaston and Stourbridge West) should 
be combined with two other Dudley Borough wards (Amblecote, and 
Quarry Bank and Cradley) to form the proposed Stourbridge 
constituency ; 

(c) the remaining fourteen wards of Dudley Borough should form the 
proposed Dudley North and Dudley South constituencies with a 
north/south divide instead of the current east /west divide; 

(d) the Sandwell Borough ward of Langley (in the current Warley West 
constituency) should join with the six Sandwell Borough wards 
comprising the current Warley East constituency to form the 
proposed Warley constituency; 

(e) the Sandwell Borough wards of Oldbury and Tividale (in the 
current Warley West constituency) should join with five of the 
six Sandwell Borough wards comprising the current West Bromwich 
West constituency to form the proposed West Bromwich West 
cons t i t uency ; and 

(f) the Sandwell Borough ward of Greets Green and Lyng (in the 
current West Bromwich West constituency) should join with the six 
Sandwell Borough wards comprising the current West Bromwich East 
constituency to form the proposed West Bromwich East 
constituency . 

These chainges would reduce the disparity within the two boroughs from 
34,663 to 7,896 and bring the electorates of the seven proposed seats to 
within 5,785 of the county average. In maJcing their decision, the 
Commission considered which wards of the two Boroughs could be joined with 
least damage to local ties and felt that the combination proposed at (a) 
above was the most suitable. The Commission also considered that the 
proposed Dudley North and Dudley South constituencies resulted in more 
compact shapes than the existing Dudley East and West seats. 



Coventry 

The Commission noted that the City of Coventry currently comprises four 
constituencies and has a 1991 theoretical entitlement to 3.33 seats. They 
decided to allocate three seats to the City. The reduction in the number 
of seats will necessitate some major changes. 

The Commission propose that: 

(a) the Holbrook ward (in the current Coventry North West 
constituency) should join with the five wards comprising the 
current Coventry North East constituency to form the proposed 
Coventry North East constituency; 
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(b) the Earlsdon and Wainbody wards (in the current Coventry South 
West constituency) should join with the four wards comprising the 
current Coventry South East constituency to form the proposed 
Coventry South constituency; and 

(c) the remaining three wards (Bablake, Radford and Sherbourne) of 
the current Coventry North West constituency should join with the 
remaining three wards (Westwood, Whoberley and Woodlands) of the 
current Coventry South West constituency to form the proposed 
Coventry West constituency. 

These changes would produce a disparity of 4,504 and bring the electorates 
of the three proposed seats to within 10,522 of the county average. Given 
the need to reduce the number of constituencies from four to three, the 
Commission considered that the composition of the three proposed seats best 
minimised disruption to the current grouping of wards. 



Solihull 

The Commission noted that Solihull Borough currently has two constituencies 
and a 1991 theoretical entitlement to 2.26 constituencies. 

The disparity between the two existing constituencies within Solihull 
(Meriden and Solihull) is only ninety-nine, with Solihull town forming the 
Solihull seat and the remainder of the borough forming the Meriden seat. 
The Commission therefore decided not to recommend any change to the 
existing constituencies, except for those needed to realign the 
constituency boundaries with recently altered local government boundaries. 



Birmingham 

The Commission noted that Birmingham currently has twelve constituencies, 
a 1991 theoretical entitlement to 10.64 constituencies, and decided to 
allocate eleven seats, necessitating some major changes. 

The Commission propose that: 

(a) the existing five constituencies of Birmingham, Hall Green, 

Birmingham, Hodge Hill, Birmingham, Selly Oak, Birmingham, 

Yardley and Sutton Coldfield should remain unaltered except for 
changes to reflect recent local government boundary changes; 

(b) the low electorate of the current Birmingham, Edgbaston 

constituency (53,601) should be increased by the transfer of the 
Bartley Green ward from the current Birminghaim, Northfield 
constituency; 

(c) the low electorate of the current Birmingham, Erdington 

constituency (53,265) should be increased by the transfer of the 
Kings tending ward from Birmingham, Perry Barr; 

(d) given the transfer out of the Kings tending ward, the electorate 
of the Birmingham, Perry Barr constituency should be increased 
by the transfer of the Sandwell ward from the current Birmingheuoti, 
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Ladywood constituency; 
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(e) given the transfer out of the Sandwell ward, the electorate of 
the Birmingham, Ladywood constituency should be increased by the 
transfers of the Aston and Nechells wards from the current 
Birmingham, Small Heath constituency; and 

(f) the low electorate of the current Birmingham, Sparkbrook 
constituency (51,832) should be increased by the transfer of the 
remaining ward (Small Heath) from the current Birmingham, Small 
Heath constituency. 

The changes would produce a disparity of 19,840 and bring the electorates 
of the eleven proposed constituencies within 13,780 of the county average. 
In making their decisions, the Commission recognised that their options 
were limited due to the very large electorates of the Birmingham wards, 
which averaged 18,906; each seat comprising only three or four wards. 

The Commission were however, mindful of the evidence presented at the 
previous review and the subsequent recommendations which respected local 
ties and physical barriers. In particular, the Commission noted the claims 
that the wards of Quinton and Bartley Green should be separated (as they 
were divided by Woodgate Valley); and that Ladywood 's ties were with Soho 
rather than Edgbaston. The Commission considered however, that to satisfy 
both of these requirements would lead to the breaking of local ties 
elsewhere in the City and would create poorly shaped constituencies. 

The Commission were aware that their proposed Northfield seat has a low 
electorate, but noted that with effect from 1 April 1995, approximately 
7,500 electors will be transferred from the Waseley ward of Bromsgrove 
District in the county of Hereford and Worcester to the City of Birmingham 
ward of Longbridge, in the Birmingham, Northfield constituency. An interim 
review of parliamentary constituency boundaries would be necessary after 
1 April 1995, the effect of which could be to bring the electorate of the 
Birmingham, Northfield seat closer to the electoral quota without any 
knock-on effect to the other Birminghsan constituencies. 

The Commission further recognised that the recommended Birminghaim, 
Northfield constituency excluded the Bartley Green ward; it is included 
(with Quinton ward) in the Birmingham, Edgbaston constituency. The 
Commission felt that no practicable alternative existed which would avoid 
the seat crossing the Woodgate Valley. 

The Commission recognised that their proposed Yardley seat would also have 
a low electorate. Due to the large electorates of the wards in Birmingham, 
the Commission were not able to increase Yardley 's electorate without 
producing a low electorate in another Birmingham seat. The only other 
solution would have involved crossing the borough boundary into Solihull. 
This would have split the town of Solihull between seats and broken local 
ties, without any significant improvement in the Birmingham electorates and 
was not justified. 

The Commission also considered that the joining of the Small Heath and 
Sparkbrook wards within one constituency should not lead to one of the 
names being eliminated as a constituency name and elected therefore to name 
the constituency Birmingham, Sparkbrook and Small Heath. 
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Walsall 



The Commission noted that Walsall Borough currently has three 
constituencies and a 1991 theoretical entitlement to 2.89 seats. 

The Commission noted that the disparity between the current Walsall 
constituencies was 5,991 and that the electorates were within 4,308 of the 
county average. The ward electorates averaged 10,008, ranging from 7,796 
(Pheasey) to 11,526 (Pelsall). They recognised therefore that changes to 
the existing constituencies would not bring about a significant enough 
improvement in the disparity to justify the disruption involved. 

The Commission decided therefore to recommend no change to the Walsall 
constituencies, except where necessary to realign constituency and local 
government boundaries. 



Wolverhampton 

The Commission noted that Wolverhampton Borough currently has three 
constituencies and a 1991 theoretical entitlement to 2.72 seats. 

The Commission further noted that the disparity between the current 
Wolverhampton constituencies was 10,432 and that the electorates were 
within 11,453 of the county average. The Commission therefore considered 
options to reduce the disparity, but recognised that due to the ward 
electorates averaging 9,432 and ranging from 8,352 (Heath Town) to 11,127 
(Bilston North) only a marginal improvement in the disparity was possible. 
They considered that such improvement would not justify the disruption 
involved . 

The Commission decided therefore to recommend no change to the 
Wolverhampton constituencies, except where necessary to realign 
constituency and local government boundaries. 

The Commission noted that their proposals for West Midlands would reduce 
the county disparity from 38,179 to 24,302, i.e. electorates of 54,594 in 
the proposed Birmingham, Northfield constituency to 78,896 in the Coventry 
North East constituency.

PROPOSALS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CX)NSTITDENCY BOUNDARIES IN WEST 
YORKSHIRE 



The Commission have decided provisionally to recommend some adjustments to 
six of the twenty-three existing seats in the county to reduce the 
disparity in electorates. 

Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in the County 
of West Yorkshire will be published on 17 June 1993. These are part of the 
eleventh set of recommendations to be published as part of the general 
review of pari iamient ary constituency boundaries announced by the Boundary 
Commission for England on 21 February 1991. 

The provisional recommendations are listed below and are also shown on the 
attached outline map together with the ward electorate for the county on 
which the Commission are required by law to work. 

Announcements being published in the local press give details of the 
recommendations and explain where maps illustrating the recommended changes 
are available for inspection by the public, usually at the district council 
offices or public libraries. 

The Commission wish to stress that these provisional recommendations relate 
solely to parliamentary constituencies and do not affect the structure or 
arrangements of local government (District, Town or Parish Councils) or the 
services they provide. 



Rules for Redistribution 

The Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 places a limit on the total 
number of constituencies and also contains the rules for redistribution of 
seats which in summary have the following effect . County and London 
Borough boundaries are to be followed so far as is practicable. Subject 
to these requirements, the electorates of constituencies are to be as 
nearly equal as possible, but the Commission can depart from these rules 
if special geographical considerations make this desirable, or if changes 
cause inconveniences or break local ties. 
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The Act requires the Commission in considering the size of constituency 
electorates : 

(a) to use the ward electorate figures on the enumeration date (as 
annexed to this news release), and 

(b) to work to the electoral quota throughout the period of the 
general review. 

The electoral quota is arrived at by dividing the electorate of England on 
the enumeration date by the existing number of seats. The enumeration date 
is the date when the commencement of the general review was announced (21 
February 1991), The electorate in England on the enumeration date was 
36,302,984 which, when divided by the existing number of seats (524), 
produces an electoral quota of 69,281. 



Representations 

The Commission are required to consider representations about their 
provisional recommendations made within one month of local publication. 
These representations should be addressed to The Secretary, Boundary 
Commission for England, St Catherines House, 10 Kingsway, London WC2B 6JP. 
In this case the representation period ends on 17 July 1993. 

Where representations objecting to the provisional recommendations are made 
by an interested local authority or by a body of 100 or more electors, the 
Commission cannot proceed with their final recommendations to the Home 
Secretary until a local inquiry has been held. If after the inquiry the 
Commission decide to alter their recommendations, the revised 
recommendations must also be published, but a further local inquiry is not 
obligatory. 

Those who make representations are requested to say whether they approve 
of, or object to, the Commission's proposals and to give their reasons for 
their approval or objection. In particular, objectors are advised to say 
what they propose in place of the Commission's recommendations and should 
note that an objection accompanied by a counter-proposal is likely to carry 
more weight than a simple statement of objection. 



Impleme n tation of the recommendations 

The Commission must submit their report on the general review for the whole 
of England by 31 December 1994. It is the Home Secretary's duty to lay the 
Commission's report before Parliament together with a draft Order in 
Council giving effect to the recommendations with or without modifications 
The draft Order is submitted to both Houses of Parliament for approval and 

after it is made, the new constituencies take effect at the next aeneral 
election. ^ 
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PROVISIONAL RECOMMENDATIONS 



The Metropolitan County of West Yorkshire has a 1991 electorate of 
1,576,272 and a theoretical entitlement to 22.75 seats. The County 
currently has 23 seats with electorates ranging from 56,449 in Hemsworth 
CC to 77,486 in Batley and Spen BC - a disparity of 21,037. 

The Commission have provisionally decided that the County should continue 
to have an allocation of 23 seats, but that some changes will be required 
to reduce the disparity of the electorates. With an allocation of 23 seats 
the average constituency electorate in the county (the county average) 
would be 68,534.

With a theoretical entitlement of 3.50 the allocation of four seats to 
Wakefield would have resulted in seats with an average constituency 
electorate of 60,698 but in practice with one seat containing only 56,586 
electors. The Commission considered that the electorates of some of these 
seats would be too distant from both the county average and the electoral 
quota and that Wakefield would need to continue to be paired with another 
neighbouring Borough - either Leeds (as at present) or Kirklees. 

The Commission decided that Leeds, with a theoretical entitlement to 7.91 
seats, should be allocated eight seats which would be distributed entirely 
within the City boundary and that Leeds should not be paired with any other 
Borough . 

In deciding to recommend that Wakefield should be paired with Kirklees the 
Commission concluded that, with a joint theoretical entitlement to 7.72 
seats, a joint allocation of eight seats, with an average constituency 
electorate of 66,892 (only 1,642 below the county average), should be given 
to them. 

The Commission have further decided that, with theoretical entitlements of 
4.97 and 2.15, Bradford and Calderdale should continue to receive 
individual allocations of five and two seats respectively. 
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PROPOSALS FOR THE BOROUGHS 



Bradford 

The CcMnmission have provisionally decided to recommend that changes do not 
need to be made to any of the existing constituencies, as all of the 
current seats are within 3,553 of the county average. 



Calderdale 

The Commission have provisionally decided to recommend that changes do not 
need to be made to the existing seats as the size of their electorates are 
within 690 of each other and the larger seat would be only 6,211 electors 
above the county average. 



Kirklees and Wakefield 

In deciding to propose that the Borough of Kirklees and the City of 
Wakefield should be paired, the Commission strove to introduce only the 
minimum of change necessary to address the imbalance of the electorates in 
the seats. The Commission therefore propose the following changes:— 

(a) the Heckmondwike ward currently in Batley and Spen will be joined 
with the wards of Denby Dale, Kirkburton, Mirfield, and Thornhill 
in a seat to be named Mirfield; 

(b) the Normanton and Sharlston ward currently in Normanton will be 
transferred to the Hemsworth seat; 

(c) the "new” cross boundary seat will include the wards of Dewsbury 
East, Dewsbury West, Ossett, Stanley and Al tofts, and Stanley and 
Wrenthorpe and will be called Dewsbury and Ossett. 

The constituencies of Colne Valley, Huddersfield, Pontefract and 
Castleford, and Wakefield remain unchanged. 



Leeds 

Due to the fact that the Commission have provisionally decided that the 
City of Leeds does not need to paired with any other Borough, some change 
IS necessary to allow for the return of the Rothwell ward into one of the 
eight seats allocated to the City. 

It is therefore proposed that the Rothwell ward should be transferred from 
Normanton to Morley and Leeds South. As a consequence of this change it is 

necessary to transfer the Hunslet ward from Morley and Leeds South to Leeds 
Central . 

These are the only changes proposed and the six other existing 
constituencies in the City will remain unchanged. The proposed chamges 
will produce seats within the City of Leeds with an electoral range from 
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62,072 to 73,780 - a disparity of 11,708. The Commission consider that 
this range of electorates is acceptable taking account of the geographical 
features present within the City as well as the electoral size of many of 
the wards. 

The range of electorates in the Metropolitan County of West Yorkshire under 
these proposals will be 61,934 to 74,819, a disparity of 12,885, with no 
seat being more than 6,600 from the county average.

PROPOSALS FOR PARLIAMENTT^Y CX)NSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN ESSEX 



The Commission have provisionally decided to Increase the sixteen existing 
seats in Essex to seventeen. Major changes are required to accommodate 
the additional seat, to reduce the high electorate of some of the existing 
seats and to reduce the disparity between the largest and smallest 
electorates . 

Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in the County 
of Essex will be published on 17 June 1993. These are part of the eleventh 
set of recommendations to be published as part of the general review of 
parliamentary constituency boundaries announced by the Boundary Commission 
for England on 21 February 1991. 

The provisional recommendations are listed below and are also shown on the 
attached outline map together with the ward electorate for the county on 
which the Commission are required by law to work. 

Announcements being published in the local press give details of the 
recommendations and explain where maps illustrating the recommended changes 
are available for inspection by the public - usually at the district 
council offices. 

The Commission wish to stress that these provisional recommendations relate 
solely to parliamentary constituencies and do not affect the structure or 
arrangements of local government (District, Town or Parish councils) or the 
services they provide. 



Rules for Redistribution 

The Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 places a limit on the total 
number of constituencies and also contains the rules for redistribution of 
seats which in summary have the following effect. County and London 
Borough boundaries are to be followed so far as is practicable. Subject 
to these requirements, the electorates of constituencies are to be as 
nearly equal as possible, but the Commission can depart from these rules 
if special geographical considerations make this desirable, or if changes 
cause inconveniences or break local ties .

The Act requires the Commission in considering the size of constituency 
electorates : 

(a) to use the ward electorate figures on the enumeration date (as 
annexed to this news release ) , and 

(b) to work to the electoral quota throughout the period of the 
general review. 

The electoral quota is arrived at by dividing the electorate of England on 
the enumeration date by the existing number of seats . The enumeration date 
is the date when the commencement of the general review was announced (21 
February 1991). The electorate in England on the enumeration date was 
36,302,984 which, when divided by the existing number of seats (524), 
produces an electoral quota of 69,281. 



Representations 

The Commission are required to consider representations about their 
provisional recommendations made within one month of local publication. 
These representations should be addressed to The Secretary, Boundary 
Commission for England, St Catherines House, 10 Kingsway, London WC2B 6JP. 
In this case the representation period ends on 17 July 1993. 

Where representations objecting to the provisional recommendations are made 
by an interested local authority or by a body of 100 or more electors, the 
Commission cannot proceed with their final recommendations to the Home 
Secretary until a local inquiry has been held. If after the inquiry the 
Commission decide to alter their recommendations, the revised 
recommendations must also be published, but a further local inquiry is not 
obligatory. 

Those who make representations are requested to say whether they approve 
of, or object to, the Commission's proposals and to give their reasons for 
their approval or objection. In particular, objectors are advised to say 
what they propose in place of the Commission's recommendations and should 
note that an objection accompanied by a counter-proposal is likely to carry 
more weight than a simple statement of objection. 



Implementation of the recommendations 

The Commission must submit their report on the general review for the whole 
of England by 31 December 1994. It is the Home Secretary's duty to lay the 
Commission's report before Parliaiment together with a draft Order in 
Council giving effect to the recommendations with or without modifications. 
The draft Order is submitted to both Houses of Parliament for approval and, 
after it is made, the new constituencies take effect at the next general 
election. 

Provisional Recommendations 

Essex currently has sixteen constituencies with a 1991 pari iziment ary 
electorate of 1,181,949. This number of electors when divided by the 
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electoral quota (69,281), gives a theoretical entitlement to 17.06 seats. 
If sixteen seats were retained, the average constituency electorate in the 
county (the county average) would be 73,872 whereas, with seventeen seats, 
the average constituency electorate in the county is 69,526. The 

Commission have therefore decided provisionally to allocate seventeen seats 
to Essex. 

The electorates of the existing constituencies rauige from 56,359 (19% below 
the average) in Southend East BC to 87,298 (26% above the average) in South 
Colchester and Maldon CC; a disparity of 30,939 which needs to be reduced. 
The creation of zin additional seat, bringing with it a reduction in the 
size of many of the constituency electorates, makes some major changes 
within the county inevitable. Where possible the Commission have kept 
these to a minimum. The Commission’s provisional recommendations would 
result in all the constituencies having electorates within 4,757 or 7% of 
the county average, and reduce the disparity from 30,939 to 8,612. 

The proposed changes also take account of the local government boundary 
changes to the county and district boundaries. Constituency boundaries 
have been realigned with ward boundaries where necessary. 

The 1991 electorates of the Castle Point (67,371), Southend West (64,819) 
and Thurrock (69,179) seats are within 7% of the county average. The 
Commission therefore propose to make no change to the boundaries of these 
constituencies . 

The Commission noted the physical barriers to the creation of a new seat 
in the county created by the estuaries of the rivers Blackwater, Colne, 
Crouch and Roach, where there are no bridges, the presence of offshore 
islands and the presence of many small and medium sized towns. The 
Commission agreed that it was important to avoid, where possible, crossing 
the estuaries on the eastern side of the county and splitting the towns 
which would break local ties. 

The Commission propose that the additional, seventeenth, seat be created 
in the west of the county from parts of three of the current seats. The 
new proposed seat, named Braintree and the Rodings, would have an 
electorate of 73,381 and comprise parts of: 

(a) Saffron Walden - nine wards of Uttlesford District currently in the 
Saffron Walden seat; 

(b) Braintree - fifteen wards of Braintree District and two wards of 
Chelmsford Borough currently in the Braintree seat; and 

(c) Epping Forest - one ward of Epping Forest District currently in the 
Epping Forest seat. 

The remaining seats are constituted in the following way: 

(a) Saffron Walden and Halstead - the remaining twenty-two wards of 
Uttlesford District, in the current Saffron Walden seat, together with 
seventeen wards of Braintree District, fourteen in the current Saffron 
Walden seat and three in the current Braintree seat, with an 
electorate of 70,876; 
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(b) North Colchester - sixteen wards of Colchester Borough, in the current 
North Colchester seat, together with the Kelvedon ward of Braintree 
District, in the current Braintree seat, form the proposed seat of 
North Colchester with an electorate of 68,737; 

(c) South Colchester - eight wards of Colchester Borough, in the current 
South Colchester and Maldon seat, together with thirteen wards of 
Tendring District, four in the current Harwich seat and nine in the 
current North Colchester seat, with an electorate of 68,500; 

(d) Harwich - the remaining nineteen wards of Tendring District, in the 
current Harwich seat, form the proposed seat of Harwich with an 
electorate of 70,959; 

(e) Maldon - the remaining three wards of Colchester Borough, the District 
of Maldon, in the current South Colchester and Maldon seat, together 
with four wards of Chelmsford Borough, in the current Rochford seat, 
with an electorate of 68,850; 

(f) Brentwood and Ongar - fifteen wards of Brentwood Borough, five wards 
of Epping Forest District, in the current Brentwood and Ongar seat, 
plus three wards of Chelmsford Borough, one and a half in the current 
Braintree seat and one and half in the current Chelmsford seat (the 
Chignall, Good Easter, Mashbury, Highwood and Roxwell ward is 
currently split between the two seats as a result of a local 
government boundary change), form the proposed seat with an electorate 
of 72,700; 

(g) Harlow - the Harlow District and four wards of Epping Forest District 
in the current Harlow seat, plus one further ward of Epping Forest 
District, in the current Brentwood and Ongar seat, form the proposed 
Harlow seat with an electorate of 70,913; 

(h) Chelmsford - thirteen wards of Chelmsford Borough, in the current 
Chelmsford seat, form the proposed seat with an electorate of 72,617; 

(i) Epping Forest - nineteen wards of Epping Forest District, eighteen in 
the current Epping Forest seat and one in the current Brentwood and 
Ongar seat, form the proposed Epping Forest seat with an electorate 
of 69,126; 

(j) Rayleigh - fifteen wards of Rochford District, in the current Rochford 
seat, and two wards of Basildon District, in the current Billericay 
seat, form the proposed seat with an electorate of 64,769; 

(k) Southend East and Rochford - six wards of Southend-on-Sea Borough, in 
the current Southend East seat, plus the remaining eight wards of 
Rochford District, in the current Rochford seat, form the proposed 
seat with an electorate of 68,898; 

(l) Billericay - seven wards of Basildon District, four in the current 
Billericay seat and three in the current Basildon seat, three wards 
of Chelmsford Borough, two in the current Chelmsford seat and one in 
the current Rochford seat, plus the remaining two wards of Brentwood 
Borough, in the current Brentwood and Ongar seat, form the proposed 
Billericay seat with an electorate of 69,730; and 
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(in) Basildon - five wards of Basildon District, in the current Basildon 
seat, plus four wards of Thurrock Borough, in the current Billericay 
seat, form the proposed Basildon seat with an electorate of 70,522.

PROPOSALS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN 
LANCASHIRE 

The Crm i i ssion have provisionally decided to reduce the sixteen existing 
seats in the County of Lancashire to fifteen. Ma^or changes are required 
to remove one seat, to Increase the loif electorates of some of the existing 
seats and to reduce the disparity between the largest and the smallest 
electorates . 

Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in the County 
of Lancashire will be published on 17 June 1993. These are part of the 
eleventh set of recOTunendations to be published as part of the general 
review of parliEunentary constituency boundaries announced by the Boundary 
Commission for England on 21 February 1991. 

The provisional recommendations are listed below and are also shown on the 
attached outline map together with the ward electorate for the county on 
which the Commission are required by law to work. 

Announcements being published in the local press give details of the 
recommendations and explain where maps illustrating the recommended changes 
are available for inspection by the public - usually at the district 
council offices. 

The Commission wish to stress that these provisional recommendations relate 
solely to parliamentary constituencies and do not affect the structure or 
arrangements of local government (District, Town or Parish councils) or the 
services they provide. 

Rules for Redistribution 

The Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 places a limit on the total 
number of constituencies and also contains the rules for redistribution of 
seats which in summary have the following effect. County and London 
Borough boundaries are to be followed so far as is practicable. Subject 
to these requirements, the electorates of constituencies are to be as 
nearly equal as possible, but the Commission can depart from these rules 
if special geographical considerations make this desirable, or if changes 
cause Inconveniences or break local ties. 
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The Act requires the Commission in considering the size of constituency 
electorates : 

(a) to use the ward electorate figures on the enumeration date (as 
annexed to this news release), and 

(b) to work to the electoral quota throughout the period of the 
general review. 

The electoral quota is arrived at by dividing the electorate of England on 
the enumeration date by the existing number of seats. The enumeration date 
is the date when the ccxnmencement of the general review was announced (21 
February 1991). The electorate in England on the enumeration date was 
36,302,984 which, when divided by the existing number of seats (524), 
produces an electoral quota of 69,281. 



Representations 

The Commission are required to consider representations about their 
provisional recommendations made within one month of local publication. 
These representations should be addressed to The Secretary, Boundary 
Commission for England, St Catherines House, 10 Kingsway, London WC2B 6JP. 
In this case, the representation period ends on 17 July 1993. 

Where representations objecting to the provisional recommendations are made 
by an Interested local authority or by a body of 100 or more electors, the 
Commission cannot proceed with their final recommendations to the Home 
Secretary until a local inquiry has been held. If after the inquiry the 
Commission decide to alter their recommendations, the revised 
recommendations must also be published, but a further local inquiry is not 
obligatory . 

Those who make representations are requested to say whether they approve 
of, or object to, the Commission's proposals and to give their reasons for 
their approval or objection. In particular, objectors are advised to say 
what they propose in place of the Commission's recommendations and should 
note that an objection accompanied by a counter-proposal is likely to carry 
more weight than a simple statement of objection. 



Imple menta tion of the recommendations 

The Commission must submit their report on the general review for the whole 
of England by 31 December 1994, It is the Home Secretary's duty to lay the 
Commission's report before Parliament together with a draft Order in 
Council giving effect to the recommendations with or without modifications. 
The draft Order is submitted to both Houses of Parliament for approval and, 
after it is made, the new constituencies take effect at the next general 
election. 
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PROVISIONAL KECOMNENDATIONS 

Lancashire currently has sixteen constituencies with a 1991 peorllamentary 
electorate of 1,069,769. This number of electors when divided by the 
electoral quota (69,281), gives a theoretical entitlement to 15.44 seats. 

For the purpose of the last general review commenced In 1976 the electoral 
quota was 65,753. The 1976 electorate for the county of 1,017,138 gave 
L^cashlre a theoretical entitlement to 15.47 seats which was marginal . 
” marginal In that It Is extremely close to the precise 

entitlement (15.48) which would ensure that the difference of the average 
electorate from the electoral quota would be the same whether 15 or 16 
seats were allocated. The then C^ounlsslon, noted that the Central 
Lancashire New Town and Skelmersdale New Town posed problems of potential 
the densely populated areas In the south west of the county and 
^at an allocation of 15 seats would have resulted In the areas of growth 
being divided between constituencies with high electorates, leaving the 
sparsely populated Fell areas In the north east with large areas and high 
electorates. Bearing In mind the marginal nature of the theoretical 
entitlement the Commission decided to allocate 1 6 seats which took account 
of special geographical considerations in the north east of the county and 
enabled constituencies to be drawn so as to take account of the expected 
growth in the New Towns. 

The present Commission note that, as the 1991 electorate of Lancashire 
shows, there has been some growth In the coianty since 1976 and currently 
the constituencies In the south have higher electorates than those in the 
^orth. However, the electorate has not grown as rapidly as was expected. 
In fact, the county's electorate has grown at a slower rate them the 
electorate of England as a whole. This has resulted in a decline In the 
theoretical entitlement from 15.47 to 15.44. 

The Commission also note that, although the northern rural seats are quite 
large, they are not as large nor as long as seats in other counties in the 
recommendations published in the current review (eg Richmond (Yorkshire), 
Skipton and Ripon and Ryedale ) . 

Taking all these factors into account, the CcHnmission have decided 
provisionally to allocate 15 seats to Lancashire. 

With fifteen seats, the average constituency electorate In the county (the 
county average) is 71,318. The electorates of the existing constituencies 
range from 55,547 (Blackpool South BC) to 79,081 (Chorley CC); a disparity 
of 23,534 which needs to be reduced. The elimination of one seat and the 
reduction of the disparity require major changes to be made. The 
Commission's proposals would result in the redistribution to other seats 
of the wards which form the Wyre seat. 

The high electorate in the constituencies in the south-east and west and 
the low electorates of other seats make some major changes in these seats 
inevitable. Four of the seats (Chorley CC, South Ribble CC, West Lancashire 
CC and Rossendale and Darwen CC) have electorates close to 80,000 whilst 
North, Blackpool South, Hyndbum, Lancaster, and Morecambe and 
Lunesdale have electorates below 60,000. The Commission's recommendations 
would result in all the constituencies having electorates within 3,518 or 
4.9% of the county average.

The Commission propose no change to the constituencies of Burnley BC and 
Blackburn BC. Burnley BC remains coterminous with the borough of Burnley. 
The low electorate of Pendle BC is increased with the transfer of the W 2 irds 
of Read, Sabden and Simonstone from the Ribble Valley seat. The Commission 
note that the ciirrent Hyndbum seat has an electorate that is 11,979 below 
the county average and would therefore have to be increased. The Commission 
propose that the wards of Cribden and Worsley should be moved into the 
Hyndbum seat, thus creating a seat closer to the county average and also 
reducing the high electorate of the current Rossendale and Darwen seat from 
which the two wards are transferred. 

The Commission note that by transferring three wards from Ribble Valley to 
increase the low electorate in Pendle BC, the Ribble Valley seat requires 
adjustment. The Commission therefore propose that the ward of Ingol be 
transferred from the current Preston seat into Ribble Valley CC. The 
Commission then propose that five wards to the east of the current South 
Ribble seat (All Saints, Bamber Bridge Central, Bamber Bridge South, 
Samlesbury and Cuerdale, Walton~le~Dale) be joined with the current Preston 
seat, less the Ingol ward. This produces a Preston seat within 2,000 of the 
county average. 

The Commission propose to make two small adjustments to the current Chorley 
seat to reduce its high electorate. The ward of Lostock is tr£uisf erred to 
the South Ribble seat and the wards of Parbold and Wrightington are 
transferred to the West Lancashire seat. With the transfer of four wards 
(Hesketh-with-Becconsall, North Meols, Rufford and Tarleton) in the north 
of West Lancashire CC to the seat of South Ribble, electorates close to the 
county average are created for all three constituencies. As the transfer 
of wards to adjust the electorates would result in a South Ribble seat 
which is no longer coterminous with South Ribble Borough and would, in 
effect move the geographical position of the Ribble Valley seat further to 
the west of the county, the Commission propose that the seat be renamed 
Ley land . 

The electorate of Blackpool North BC and Blackpool South BC are both more 
than 14,500 below the county average and therefore substantial change to 
these seats to Increase their electorates is necessary. The Commission 
therefore propose that six wards from Blackpool North BC (Brunswick, 
Claremont, Layton, Park, Talbot and Warbreck) be transferred to Blackpool 
South BC to increase its electorate. The Commission propose that the 
Blackpool North seat should comprise the remaining five wards from the 
current seat, together with thirteen wards, currently in Wyre CC, situated 
immediately outside the Blackpool North constituency boundary in the towns 
of Cleveleys, Thornton and Poulton le Fylde. 

The Commission note that the Fylde seat has a below average electorate. 
They therefore propose that the wards of Highfield, Squires Gate, and 
Stanley be transferred from Blackpool South BC and that the Preston Rural 
West ward be transferred from Fylde (see below) to form the new seat of 
Fylde CC. To increase its electorate the Lancaster seat has been extended 
to the south-west to encompass six wards (Bailey, Hambleton, Mount, Pharos, 
Preesall and Warren) around the town of Fleetwood. The ward of Preston 
Rural West has also been added to Lancaster from the current Fylde 
constituency. The three Skerton wards and the Hornby ward are proposed to 
be transferred from the Lancaster seat to Morecambe and Lunesdale to 
increase the electorate of the Morecambe and Lunesdale seat . The 
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Commission propose that the seat be renamed Lancaster and Fleetwood to 
reflect its increase in area. These changes would result in electorates 

Fleetwood CC and Morecambe and Lunesdale CC both within 
3,000 of the county average.

Announcement of the provisional recommendations 

Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in all the 
South London Boroughs will be published on 17 June 1993. These are part of 
the eleventh set of recommendations to be published as part of the general 
review of parliamentary constituency boiindaries announced by the Boundary 
Commission for England on 21 February 1991. 

The provisional recommendations for each Borough are listed below and are 
also shown on the outline maps (a map has not been included where the 
recommendation is for no change) together with the ward electorates for 
each Borough on which the Commission are reguired by law to work. 

Announcements being published in the local press give details of the 
recommendations and explain where maps illustrating the recommended changes 
are available for inspection by the public, usually at the Borough council 
offices or public libraries. 

The Commission wish to stress that these provisional recommendations relate 
solely to parliamentary constituencies and do not affect the structure or 
arrangements of local government or the services they provide . 

The equivalent recommendations for North London Boroughs are expected to 
be published early in July 1993. 



Rules for Redistribution 

The Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 places a limit on the total 
number of constituencies and also contains the rules for redistribution of 
seats which in summary have the following effect. County and London 
Borough boundaries are to be followed so far as is practicable. Subiect 
to these requirements, the electorates of constituencies are to be as 
nearly equal as possible, but the Commission can depart from these rules 
if specxal geographical considerations make this desirable, or if chanaes 
cause inconveniences or break local ties. ^ 
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The Act requires the Commission in considering the size of constituency 
electorates ; ^ 

(a) to use the ward electorate figures on the enumeration date (as 
annexed to this news release), and 

(b) to work to the electoral quota throughout the period of the 
general review. 

The electoral quota is arrived at by dividing the electorate of England on 
the enumeration date by the existing number of seats. The enumeration date 
is the date when the commencement of the general review was announced (21 

electorate in England on the enumeration date was 
36,302,984 which, when divided by the existing number of seats (524), 
produces an electoral quota of 69,281. 



Constituencies that cross liondon Borough boundaries 

The rules for the redistribution of seats (which are to be found in the 

second schedule to the Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986) state, at 
rule 4, that: ' 

far as is practicable having regard to rules 1 to 3 
no London borough or any part of a London borough shall ’be’ lAciud^d 
boroug^^'^^^^^^^^^ which includes the whole or part of any other London 
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For example, the Borough of Lambeth had 169,749 parliamentary electors in 
1991 which entitles the Borough to 2.45 seats. Two seats for the Borough 
would each be, on average, 15,593 electors above the electoral quota but 
three seats would each be, on average, 12,698 electors below the electoral 
quota. In such circumstances, the Commission have decided to investigate 
whether it is possible to recommend pairs of London boroughs that create 
seats closer to the electoral quota. 

It is recognised by the Commission that, in some cases, it would have been 
possible to recommend that the neighbouring borough (to the one which 
principally needs to be paired) should continue to have seats wholly within 
its borough boundaries and that some disruption is inevitable by pairing. 
Nevertheless, the average electorate of each seat has improved by pairing 
in each case: 

Bexley from 56,182 to 65,356 

Greenwich from 79,117 to 65,356 

Lambeth from 56,320 to 69,478 

Southwark from 59,476 to 69,478 

Kingston upon Thames from 46,845 to 70,378 

Richmond upon Thames from 58,721 to 70,378 

The Commission have attempted to link wards across borough boundaries where 
there is a continuous residential area or where it is likely that some 
community of interest exists between the areas.

Bromley currently has four constituencies with a 1991 electorate of 
231,076. This number of electors when divided by the electoral quota 
(69,281), gives a theoretical entitlement to 3.34 seats. 

The continued allocation of four seats would produce a Borough Average of 
57,769, which is 11,512 below the electoral quota whereas the allocation 
of three seats produces a Borough Average of 77,025 which is 7,744 above 
the electoral quota. The Commission have decided, therefore, provisionally 
to reduce the allocation of seats to Bromley from four to three. 

It will be appreciated that the allocation of three seats, where four 
currently exist, will require some major changes to be made. The Commission 
have endeavoured, however, to keep these changes to the minimum while 
creating seats of comparable electorates. 

The wards which currently form the Orpington seat would be re-allocated as 
follows : - 

(a) the wards of Chelsfield and Goddington, Crofton, Famborough, 
Orpington Central, and Petts Wood and Knoll would be transferred 
to a newly constituted seat of Orpington and Ravensboume;

Kingston upon Thames currently has two constituencies with a 1991 
electorate of 93,687. This number of electors, when divided by the 
electoral quota of 69,281, gives a theoretical entitlement to 1.35 seats. 
The current seats of Kingston upon Thames and Surbiton have electorates of 
51,126 and 42,561 respectively and are 18,155 and 26,720 below the 
electoral quota. The Surbiton electorate is the smallest in England. 

To give a continued allocation of two seats to the Borough would result in 
a Borough Average for each seat of 46,844, some 22,437 below the electoral 
quota. To allocate only one seat would result in that seat having an 
electorate 24,406 above the electoral quota. 

In view of the above, the Commission decided that the allocation of either 
one or two seats to the Borough of Kingston upon Thames would produce 
constituencies with electorates too distant from the electoral quota and 
that it would be necessary, for the purpose of allocating seats to the 

Borough, to pair it, if possible, with a neighbouring Borough in South 
London . 

The Commission noted that Richmond upon Thames currently has two 
constituencies with a 1991 electorate of 117,447. This number of electors, 
when divided by the electoral quota of 69,281, gives a theoretical 
entitlement to 1.70 seats. The current seats of Richmond and Barnes, and 
Twickenham have electorates of 52,080 and 62,881 respectively and are 
17,201 and 6,400 below the electoral quota. To give a continued allocation 
of two seats to the Borough would result in a Borough Average for each seat 
of 58,721, some 10,560 below the electoral quota. 

The Commission have decided, therefore, provisionally to recommend that the 
London Boroughs of Kingston upon Thames and Richmond upon Thames be paired 
for the purpose of allocating parliamentary constituencies and that their 

entitlement to 3.05 seats should provide an allocation 
of three seats. The average electorate of the three seats would be 70,378. 
1,097 above the electoral quota. 

It will be appreciated that the allocation of three seats, where four 
currently exist, will require some major change to be made. The Commission 
have, however, endeavoured to keep these changes to a minimum while 
creating seats of comparable electorates. 

Under the Commission's provisional recommendations the wards which comprise 
the current Kingston upon Thames seat are transferred to the neighbouring 
seats and one Richmond upon Thames ward is moved.

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LEWISHAM - PROVISIONAL RECOMMENDATIONS 

Lewisham currently has three constituencies with a 1991 electorate of 
176,052. This number of electors when divided by the electoral quota of 
69,281 gives a theoretical entitlement to 2.54 seats. 

An allocation of three seats produces a Borough Average of 58,684. The 
electorates of the existing seats range from 56,780 in Lewisham, Deptford 
BC to 60,434 in Lewisham West BC a disparity of only 3,654. None of the 
three constituency electorates deviate from the borough average by more 
than 1,904 or from the electoral quota by more than 12,501 . With such even 
electorates the Commission judged that no major changes were needed. 

The Commission considered making minor chainges to produce even better 
electorate figures but concluded that to have done so might have caused 
inconvenience and disruption to local ties. The Commission have decided, 
therefore, provisionally to recommend no change to the current 
constituencies, other than those changes required to realign the 
constituency boundaries to take account of altered Borough boundaries.

Merton currently has two constituencies with a 1991 electorate of 122,236. 
This number of electors, when divided by the electoral quota (69,281), 
gives a theoretical entitlement to 1.76 seats. 

The electorates of the two existing seats are, Mitchaim and Morden BC with 
61,600 and Wimbledon BC with 60,633. This produces a disparity of just 967 
between the seats and disparities of 7,681 and 8,648 from the electoral 
quota . 

The Commission have decided, therefore, provisionally to recommend no 
change to the current constituencies, other than those changes required to 
realign the constituency boundaries to take account of altered Borough 
boundaries .

This produces a 
disparity of 4,133 between the seats and disparities of 4,131 and 8,264 
from the electoral quota.

Wandsworth currently has three constituencies with a 1991 electorate of 
196/522. This number of electors/ when divided by the electoral quota 
(69/281)/ gives a theoretical entitlement to 2.84 seats. The current seats 
of Battersea/ Putney and Tooting have electorates of 67/187/ 61/883 and 
67,221 respectively. The disparity between these seats is only 5,338 and 
all seats are within 3,547 of the borough average of 65,430. The maximum 
disparity from the electoral quota is 7,448.
